D. Evans, retired, died recently of 
acute indigestion. He had been ap- 
parently in the best of health up to 
the minute he was stricken. 

Admiral Evans started the battle- 
ship fleet in its record-breaking cruise 
around the world, resigning his com- 
mission at San Francisco because of 
4 approaching retirement from ser- 
vice, 

President Taft, down to the officials 
of the Government, have expressed 
their regret over his sudden demise. 

Robley Dunelison Evans was born 
on Aug. 16, 1846, in Flovd County, Vir- 
ginia, and educated in the public 
schools of Washington.
